PERPIGNAN, France, March 1! 
(UP).—The French freighter Marie- 
Therese Laborgne, of 2,500 tons, hit 
a floating mine ten miles off Cape 
Creuse off the Mediterranean coast 
of northeastern Spain today. 

The freighter managed to reach 
the port of Palamos, northeast of 
Barcelona. The mine was almost in 
the same spot as the one which hit 
the British liner Liandovery Castle 
last week.
